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Year’s Salary Budget Decreases 


While the book circulation at 
the Upiand public library in- 
creased 20 per cent last year, 
salary costs were reduced $500 
over the former year, the li- 
brary board reported in its an- 
nua] summary to the city coun- 
cil last night. Actual operating 
expense for the institution was 
$7,868.50. 

Total circulation was 74,012 
books, 59,857 of which were 
adult books and 14,155 juvenile 
books. Total registered mem- 
bership is 1,829 persons and the 
total Sunday attendance was 
1,794. During the year $302.29 
were colected in fines. Total re- 
ceipts were $8,696.80 and the 


total disbursements were §$8,- 
668.05. 
Among the principal dis- 


bursement items were salaries, 
4,030.90; books, $2,013; build- 
ing, $344.31, and permanent 


improvements, $131.85.
